"Showdown Coming"

Then, the 
blade fell-badly, but once wa« 


^Before he flinched, .Weidraann 


had expressed a desire to die as 
quickly as possible. In his cell 
before dawn he calmly wrote 
eight letters, one to Miss Ida 
Sackheim of Brooklyn, an aunt 
ol Miss DeKoven. 


She accompanied the dancer to 


the Paris Exposition in 1937: 
Weidmann lured the girl to his 
villa where he robbed, murdered 
her and buried the body. 
"I solemnly declare that Jean 


DeKbven was only a friend," he 
wrote to the aunt. 


Weidmann was hurried to the 


guillotine by two assistants who; 
with their hands in his arm pits, 
pushed him to the block. His at- 
torney, Vincent De Moro Giaferri, 
called out "goodbye little one" at 
the prison door. 


Ashen-faced, the

caught a fleeting glimpse of tht

of a tumultuous session which 
lasted more than 14 hours, one of 
the longest in recent years. Speak- 
er Bankhead announced the roll 
call vote was 373 to 21. Nine Dem- 
ocrats and 12 Republicans balloted 
against the measure. It now goes 
to the Senate, where leaders 
promised swift consideration in 
order to replenish WPA coffers to 
July 1, when current appropria- 
tions run out. 


A smooth-working coalition of 


Republicans and some Democrats, 
augmented by a sprinkling of 
members who usually are admin- 
istration supporters, beat back re- 
peated attempts to eliminate or 
modify some of the proposed re- 
strictions on the relief agency and 
to increase the funds:.for, various' 
phases of the relief program. 


Although Washington was swel- 


tering, the legislators labored in 
the relatively comfortable,' air- 
conditioned Housed chajriber. 


Some members apparently dozed 


in their seats as the debate wore 
to a close. Others read early edi- 
tions of the morning newspapers* 
Representative Merritt (D., N. Y.),

Property Awards 


Interest to Drop 


By reason of a new amendment 


to the Municipal Law, which goes 
into effect on July 1, the owners 
of poperties acquired by the city 
of New York for water supply pur- 
poses will receive only 4 per cent 
interest on awards for their prop- 
erties on claims tried after July 1, 
instead of tHe former rate of 6 per 
cent. 
The new law is known as chap- 


ter 549 of the laws of 1939 and 
adds a new section to'the General 
Municipal Law to be known as 
section 3a and provides that "the 
rate of interest to be paid by a 
municipal corporation upon any 
judgment or accrued claim (after 
July 1) against the municipal cor- 
poration shall not exceed 4 per 
centum per annum."

TRAFFIC SAFETY IN 1938 


The National Safety Council, in its annual 


publication, -"Accident Facts," reports an 18 
per cent drop in traffic fatalities in 1938. 
That marked the end of a 30-year period of 
rising fatalities. 
It meant the saving of 


11,000 lives which would otherwise have been 
snuffed out in highway accidents. 


Interesting details of 1938's traffic record 


are given. For example, the North Atlantic 
states enjoyed greater improvement in this 
matter than the rest of the country. If their 
accident rate had been general, only 26,000 
traffic deaths would have occurred instead 
of the actual 32,400. 


More safety progress has been made in 


cities than in rural sections. While other 
traffic 
deaths 
have declined, pedestrian 


deaths have increased. While children be- 
tween 5 and 14 years of age have been in- 
volved in fewer accidents, their elders have 
been the victims of more. 


The number of night fatalities remained 


the same. Nearly one-third of all traffic 
deaths occurred between 7 p. rn. and mid- 
night. The safest months were April, May

Lodge, Inc., at its convention in Mt. Vernon,

demning anti-Semitism. The circular was 
widely distributed throughout the state and 
won the prompt approval of public officials, 
heads of various religious groups—Catholic, 
Protestant and Jewish—labor organizations, 
judges and many other representative Ameri- 
cans. 


Recently the lodge has set up a Bureau of 


Good Will Between Italians and Jews in

"We have noted," it explains, "that anti- 


Semitism in Europe, unfortunately, has had 
a repercussion in America, particularly in 
the City and State of New York, causing a 
spirit of hatred and resentment between 
Italians and Jews that can only culminate 
in a struggle with disastrous economic and 
moral effects on both sides." 


It is to counteract that development and 


to strengthen loyalty to American ideals that 
the Italian-American group is acting.

calmly told him that he had stopped classifying dis- 
eases or putting patients into any special group. He 
simply examined the patient, asked him a number 
of questions, allowed the patient to tell his story, 
and then treated them accordingly. This was not 
the way we were taught as medical students, but it 
shows the progress now being made in considering 
the brain or nerves in relation to all body diseases. 


And, as we think of ourselves, we cannot help 


but realize that although we are considered normal, 
we are a "queer" mixture, at best. 
In speaking of neurotic or nervous patients, Dr. 


Earl Bond, in American Journal of Digestive Dis- 
eases, says: 


"No attempt should be made to classify the neu- 


rotic patient. Psychiatrists are beginning to distrust 
most classifications of peisonalily as inadequate or 
insufficient. They arc mental and nervous patients 
they are small in number as compared with the 
great number of people who are simply unhappy, 
frustrated, tense, or resentful. In all sorts and con- 
ditions of men there is need to watch for emotional 
conflicts displaced to, or affecting, the digestive 
tract. A description of the personality should be 
tied up with other symptoms, usually digestive, and 
thus a complete diagnosis or actual condition can be 
obtained." 


The thought here is that a patient may have 


the symptoms of real digestive disease—pain im- 
mediately after eating, pain two hours after eating, 
severe "colic" pains m region of gall bladder or kid- 
neys, pain in appendix region, distension of stomach 
and bowels—and all these symptoms may be due to 
some mental conflict, some emotional disturbance 
that has upset the digestive machinery either by 
overstimulation or lack of the proper stimulation. 


This means that, as mentioned above, the con- 


sideration of the "personality" of the individual is 
as important as test meals and Xrays, in trying to 
locate the cause of the symptoms.

It is superfluous because, no 


matter what is done about the 
neutrality law at this session, the 
same provisions would never be 
invoked in the event that a World 
War broke out again. For, in any 
such serious situation, there would 
be a special session of Congress 
called almost overnight, and, • in 
less than a week's time, the Amer- 
ican people would be crystallizing 
their views so that action would 
be taken to fit the particular sit- 
uation arising. 


If Great Britain, for example, 


became embroiled in a war, and if 
Canada asked her neighbor for 
certain supplies, it is inconceiva- 
ble that they would be denied. If 
the existence of Canada were 
threatened and the United States 
refused to export raw materials, 
the incident would mark the first 
break in the historic friendship 
which has prevailed so long be- 
tween the two nations. 


To talk of legislating a perman- 


ent embargo on arms or credits 
against Canada is to argue for 
something which, in an emergency, 
would be repudiated anyhow. 


Since, therefore, the issue 
is 


academic at this time and there 
is no real need for action except 
possibly, by repeal of the existing 
aw, to notify the world that the 
Llnited States maintains a free 
hand to act as she sees fit in any 
emergency, the only consequence 
of a prolonged debate is to give 
aid and comfort to the Democrats, 
whose record thus far in Congress 
has been submerged because of the 
greater emphasis placed on ques- 
;ions of foreign policy. The neu- 
trality problem can easily be dis- 
wsed of by creating a national 
ward or commission composed of 
senators and representatives and 
cabinet officers to whom full dis- 
cretionary powers'could be dele- 
jated when the present law is re- 
lealed. 
For a long time the Democrats 


were worried lest the present ses- 
sion turn into an investigation of 
the New Deal, accompanied by a 
determined effort to amend such 
aws as the Wagner Labor Rela- 
Jons Act and the minimum wage 
statute and the securities and ex- 
change act. Had there been no 
smokescreen 
of foreign issues, 


the Democrats would never have 
got by without some severe as- 
saults on their citadel. But the

effects of the unbalanced budget 
would have been much more read- 
ily built if the headlines from 
VV'ashington had not been monopo; 
lized by war issues. 


Now, as the session of Congress 


is at the midsummer stage and 
there" is an anxiety of members to 
get away, the only chance to focus 
public attention on domestic ques- 
tions is again about to be forfeit-, 
ed by the manufacture of an arti- - 
ficial issue on the arms embargo. 
The theory is that a vote against 
the embargo till will bo regarded 
as a pro-war vote, whereas a vote 
for the embargo will be construed 
as a vote for peace and that back - 
home this will be a factor in the 
next elections. Well, if the world 
situation doesn't change between 
now and November, 1940, it will 
be a miraculous period of status 
quo such as has not been witness- 
ed in recent years. The neutral- 
ity sentiment of America, may un- 
dergo many changes between now 
and then, and, if the Congress - 
wishes to reverse itself in the • 
January, 1940, 
session, due to 


public sentiment, it will have an 
opportunity to do so. 


To filibuster or take up time in 


Congress now with neutrality dis- - 
cussions is merely to play into the - 
hands of the New -Dealers, who - 
would like to have the critics for- ' 
get all about domestic -issues. " 
Doubtless the Republicans, who - 
have been so obliging before, will 
repeat their unwitting courtesy in 
the next few weeks.

The plant, which began opera- 


tion for the first time this week, 
is equipped to kill and properly 
dress from 20,000' to 30,000 young 
chickens a week'and the manage- 
ment plans, an annual expenditure 
of .$300,000 for buying the broilers 
from farmers of the area. 


A force of, from-70 to 80 people, 


both men .and women, will be em- 
•ployed when the plant is operat- 
ing on full schedule, and four 
R-ibbis will take their regular 
ritualistic part in making the pro- 
duct Kosher. All- work will be 
under the supervision of a repre- 
sentative from the U.-S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture 'and Markets.

artificial silk from corn rrcal, dc 
^cribed in a patent (No 2 156 929) 
granted to Lloj d C Sw alien of 'lerrc 
Haute, Ind. 


Corn meal is the •source of zem, a 


protein-like substance, ana it is 
from the zein that the- artificial flla 
menU arc spun, much like a silk- 
worm spins real silk. 


The xein 15 extracted from the 


corn meal by a suitable solvent and 
while in solution is forced through 
tiny orifices from which it flows as 
liquid filaments These plastic fila- 
ments are led Into a coagulating 


bath, a solution containing ordinary 
formaldchjde 


The formalderodc hardens the fil- 


aments so that they can readily be 
v.ithdrav.ri from the bath Now the 
filament is heated to evaporate the 
vatcr and to bring about further 
rcacuon between the formaldehyde 
and zein and give the filaments 
their final tough structure. 


Zein filaments can be twisted to- 


gether into yarns and then be woven 
into all sorts of textile fabrics, it it 
indicated. The artificial silk made 
from corn can be dyed to any color. 


A feature in the use of xcm in 


making artificial silk is that ther* 
is no need for "ripening" the zein 
solution before it is spun, as ii nec- 
essary in the case ol artificial tilk 
made from cellulose and cellulote 
dciivatives.
